cant piece of war news received here 
to-day, from a Canadian point of view, 
is the bulletin to the effect that Gen. 
Wauchope was killed in actioa at Mod- 
der river. Wauchope was with the 
Highland regiment that was brigad- 
ed with the Canadians to advance from 
Cape Town. The last heard from the 
Camadians was a line from Ottawa say- 
ing. they were sent to Belrnont on the 


line of communication. That was 
Friday, five days ago; and it is thought 
here not improbable that since Wau- 
chope, of the Highlanders, has been 
killed in action, the Canadians with 
the Highlanders had been brought up 
the line of communication from Bel- 
mont by Gen. Methuen and were in 
Monday’s fight in which Methuen re- 
ports he was unsucéessful. 

An Oitawa despatch discredited the 
report; that the Canadians were in the 
fight. 

Modder river; A terrible two days 
has ended, and the British are now 
occupying their position which has al- 
ready been entrenched. Gen. Methuen’s 
force started the battle with artil- 
leryi at 4 o’clock on Sunday afternoon.

Col. Downham, of the First 
battalion of the Gordon Highlanders, 
who was mortally wounded. 


When the Highlanders met the 
murderous point blank fire of the 
Boers about two hundred were mown 
down. The Black Watch regiment on 
reforming were cnly able to muster 
140 men. The Boers lost heavily in the 
entrenchments and also in wire en- 
tanglements when Lhey came into the 
open in the attempt to make a flank 
attack om the. British. The terrific 
British artillery fire provoked no re- 
sponse except from Boer rifles until 

_~ nearly 4 o’clock in the afternoon when 
the Gordon Highlanders formed up to 
renew the attack on the entrenched 
kopje. They advanced with gallantry 
to: the attack, cluse to the place where 
the dead and wouded of the Highland 
brigade lay. The enemy opened such a 
heavy shrapnel fire that it was impos- 
sible to take theBoer position. The 
British got within 200 yards and no 
nearer. It was here that Col. Down- 
ham fell. The Boers had free recourse

A detachment of Boers posted among 
brush to the east maintained a most 
destructive fire on our right. With 
the remarkable talent for taking cover 
which the Boer always displays, they 
were generaily speaking invisible 
Although the enemys artillery was 
practically silenced his rifle fire was 
so persistent and concentrated as well 
as usually well aimed that it was abso- 
lutely impossible for British infantry 
to take the position by assault. At the 
first advance of the Highlanders the 
Boers shooting probably owing to dark- 
ness was some what high otherwise 
the British losses would have been still 
heavier.

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WAR NEWS BY MAIL. 


ithough definite particulars of the 
Modder river battie are stilt lacking; 
there is no doubt about it having re- 
gulted in favor of the British, inas- 
much as the British were in occupa- 
tion of the Boers’ position. A Pretoria 
Teport says that Gen. Delarney’s di- 
vision lost 17 killed and wounded, in- 
eluding his eldest son. The Free Stat- 
ers loss was unknown. Cronje was in 
fommand. The Free Staters were 
strongly re-enforced, but the entire 
Boer forces retreated at dark. 

Ger. Methuen repons finding 23 
oer dead on the field and 27 bodies 
iterwards floated on the surface of 
the river. This accounts for 50 Boers 
killed’ against 73 British. But there 
can be no doubt that having retired 
slowly they did not leave all their dead 
behind and unburied. 

Communication by search light was 
established between Modder river and 
Kimberley. 

On Tuesday, Dec. 5th, the Boers were 
reported occupying 2 position six miles 
porth of Modder river. Gen Mehtuen 
was repairing the bridge and railway 
across the river. It was expected that 
he would move north on the 6th. 

A, sortie from Kimberley captured a 
Boer laager west of the city on Nov. 
28th. The British lost . Major Scott 
Turner,Lieut. Wright and twenty non- 
commissioned officers and men killed 
and three officers and tweenty three 
non-commissioned officers and men 
wounded. This no doubt is the sortie 
in which the Boers reported losing 9 
killed’ and 17 wounded. Mr. Bernard 
member of the Transvaal Vollksraad 
was among the killed. 

A Petroria despatch of Dec. 2nd. says 
thak, Gen. Joubert was ill on Dec. 2nd. 
and has left Ladysmith for the Trans- 
vael. Gen. Schalkberger was in com- 
mand at Ladysmith. 

Despatches are received freely from 
Ladysmith. The latest was dated Nov. 
29th. ‘The siege was still being press- 
ed by artillery fire, the garrison was 
on short rations, and there was some 
sickness. Total British losses in kill- 
ed and wounded during the siege up 
to Nov. 25th. were §23. On Nov. 28th. 


and-29:h. detachments of Boers were 
seen from Uadysmith to be moving 
morthward with wagons. 

The Boers had retired from. Weenan, 
south of Tugela and east of the 
railway. This place was their base of 
operations in their recent raids into 


Natal. They were evidently concen- 
trating north of the Tugela river, and 
had: destroyed the railway bridge at 

Colenso. 

Little or no information is given as 
to: the disposition of the British forces 
in Natal, beyond the fact that they 
were, repairing the railway to Colenso, 
that in a recent reconnaisance to Co- 
lenso under Gen. Hildyard and Lord 
Dundonald they had some ten killed 
and twenty wounded. The Boer' losses 

were 15 killed and many wounded. 

News from Mafeking is contradict- 
ory. Tha place was safe on Nov. 28th. 
A heavy artillery duel is reported on 
Dec. 2nd. Recent news indicated that 
the-situation of the garrison was be- 
coming difficult. A New York Herald 
despatch of the 5th’ said that the siege 
had been raised: But this seems too 
good news to be trus,. 

In northern Cape Oolony fighting is 
reported at Arundel midway between 
Naauwpoort and Colesburg, between 
Gen. French’s command and Free State 
troops. 

Gen. Gatacre’s headquarters was at 
Putters kraal on Dec. 2nd. He report- 
ed that a Boer force from Stormberz 
had occupied Dordrecht that morn- 
ing. There is no doubt of the disloy- 
alty of the Dutch of northern Cape 
Colony, but Methuen’s victories have 
undoubtedly checked their joining the 
invaders in a body. 


A GHASTLY TALE. 


Is brought by recent arrivals from 
Peace river. In June last H. Taylor, 
son of Thos. Taylor of Lake St. Ann. 
was hunting on Smoky river about 50 
miles above the crossing. He came 
upon 2 camp apparently deserted by 
everything except a dog. Anexamina- 
tion of the surroundings showed the 
remains of a hurnan body, besides the 
ordinary fixtures of a camp, and a 
number of leaves from a diary writ- 
ten in French, There was fifty pounds 
of flour amongst the belongings of the 
ramp. The police at Peace River 
Crossing were notified. The camp was 
examined, the diary deciphered and the 
belongings taken charge of. From‘the 
entries in the diary it appeared that 
a pariy of three had prospected dur- 
ing the summer of °98 on the upper 
waters of the Smoky or its tributaries. 
That they were making their way 
down the Smoky during the winter 
and that on the way or after coming to 
the camp which was found two of the 
party fell ill, probably of scurvy. The 
entries in the diary indicated that one 
had died and was buried. Another had 
gone away to try to get help. The 
writer of the diary was clearly the 
man whose remains were found by 
Mr. Taylor, and who being ill had been 
left in camp and had died alone there. 
The fate of the man who had gone to 
look for help is unknown, but it is sur- 
mised that he may have tried to fol- 
low the Smoky down to the Crossing 
and been drowned, as there are many 
rapids over which the ice is thin all 
winter. At any rate so far as known 
he has never been'seen. The Situation 
of the camp was not more than twenty- 
five miles across country from Brick 
Bros. store and the adjoining settle- 
ment. so that there was no need of 
the men suffering, or losing their lives, 
had they known help was so near. 
The Bulletin has not been able to learn 
the names of the three unfortunate 
prospectors, but the whole matter is 
an the hands of the police who are look- 
ing’ up the relatives.

FINLAY RIVER. 


arrived from Lesser Slave lake and 
Finlay river on Friday. Mr. Bennett 
was one of the Good Hope party of 
Grand Forks, North Daketa, who yent 
out in the spring of 1898. After 

reaching Fort Graham in that year he 
returned to Edmonton and started out 
again in October of 1898 with a train 
of vack horses loaded with supplies for 
members of the party wintering at 
Graham. Mr. Hummel! spent last 
winter on Grand Prairie with Mr. 
Rioux, who came out a week or two 
ago. Mr. Bennett started from Dun- 
vegan for Graham on May 10th last, 


and arrived at Graham on Aug. 10th. 
He was delayed by the exceptionally 
rainy season, being compelled to lie 
up for 42 dzys and travelling only 22. 
In one place where in the previous year 
the party had been unable to get water 
for camping purposes, last spring they 
had to make 8 bridges. On reaching 
Graham the party divided. One part 
prospected up the Ingenica and-the 
other up the [inlay. Mr. Bennett 
spent six weeks on the upper Finlay, 
following it about 209 miles above Gra- 
ham, There are bar diggings on the 
Finlay of fine, although not flake gold, 
but not rich enough to pay at present: 
prices of provisions. ‘There are excel- 
lent quartz indications and Mr. Ben- 
ne:t brought down a number of sam- 
ples, for assay. He speaks of the belt 
of marble running across the country, 
the same as on the fngenica. 

They started down the Tinlay on 
Sept.. 20th, and left Graham for Peacé 
River Crossing on October 3rd. They 
had snow all the way to the Crossing. 
At the summit of the pass it was eight 
inches deep. The party were 17 days 
travelling from Graham to Peace River 
Crossing. They laid up at St. John 
looking for two lost horses for several 
days and reached tthe Crossing on 
October 25th. Speaking of the: trail 
across the mountains Mr. Bennett says 
that before the rush of ’98 the Indians 
had never taken horses across the 
mountains. The Indians of Fort Gra- 
bam had never seena horse before that 
vear. Now the Peace river Indians 
take horses right through and the Fort 
Graham Indians are buying horses. 
Last’ winter. many horses died at Gra- 
ham, but it was because the hay they 
hat! was of poor quality and they had 
rot enough of it any way. There is 
plenty; of hay to be put up in the val- 
ley of the Finlay. 

At Peace River Crossing the ice was 
running-so that horses were left on 
the north side. 

Messrs. Bennett und Hummell left 
Lesser Slave lake on Nov. 28th, ‘and 
were twelve days in coming out. ‘They 
were held up for four days at the 
Athabasea by the difficulty of getting 
across. .The river was open in the 
centre,and a channei. had to be chep- 

ped for the scow. “There was only 
enough snow for sleighing through 
the Swan Hills... There was no snow 
in the open this side of the Pembina. 

Lesser Siave lake village is beccming 
quite a busy place. The traders there 
carry large stocks and prices are 
reasonable all things considered. 

Melzer, of the Buartl party, was the 
last one of the prospectors of °98, left 
on the Finlay when Mr. Bennett left 
Grahnm. He intended to go out this 
fall by way of Ashcroft, Myer of the 
Pincher Creek party, was at St. John 
and the other members of the party 
were trapping and prospecting in the 
Pine river pass Kahke and Krause, 
of chicago, who spent last winter on 
Peate river, went out to the Omenica 
by way of Pine river pass.

BRITISH FORCES AND LOSSES. 


The entire British force now in the 
field, is estimated at 78,500, with 174 
guns, exclusive of naval | brigades, 
colonial contingents and local forces, 
which range between 20,000 and 25,000 
men. The fifth and. sixth divisions 
will increase the strength of the army 
by 20,000 men and there are addition- 
al forces of cavalry and artillefy now 

afloat not included in these figures. 
The mounted force is now said to 
range between 13,009 and 14,000 men, 
including 5,000 provincial volunteers 
and Gen. White’s cavalry. The total 
force now in Africa or on the way 
amounts to about 120,000 men. 

The total casualiy list on the Brit- 
ish side now amounts to 4,180 men, 
of whom 408 were killed, 1,806 wounded 
and 1,966 .missing. 
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: WETASKIWIN. 

Two auctions were held here on Fri- 
day by Mr. Potter, auctioneer of Ed- 
monton. Both were a financial suc- 
cess. Thai first lots sold were a num- 
ber of cattle the property of J. H. 
Trimble and they realized prices which 
were considered by judges to be about 
$5.00 in excess of their present market 
value. The next lots were the prop- 
erty of Mrs. Delia Anderson. They. con- 
sisted of three cows and six horses all 
of which reached top figures. 


We have been favored with a little 
snow for the last two days and also 
with the coldest day of the season. 
The thermometer on Sunday evening 
registering 11 above. 

There are four grain buyers hard at 
work here, but they have not had much 
to do up to the present as the farmers 
are walting for better prices and the 
snow on the ground. Oats is only 20c 
a bushel and wheat very variable: 60c 
offered on good samples but refused. 

On Saturday night a gun club was 
organized here to be called the “We- 
taskiwin Gun Club.” At the meeting 
held which was fully attended some 
25 members were enrolled and the fol- 
lowing officers were elected; A. R. 
Dickson, captain; N. D: Gould, vice-cap- 
tain; Angus Hewat, ground steward; 
Captain O’Briea, Secretay-treasurer. 
After the 1st April next an entrance 
fee’ will be charged in addition to the 
ann‘i1al subscription.

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Monday’s papers may he said to 
pave somewhat forecast the Stormberg 
gisaster: The latest advices from 
ha point indicated that the Boer 

tion ~ there was very strong. 
fn the Vicinity of Queenstown, Gen. 
itacre ‘'s headquarters, a quantity of 
jes and ammunition including dum 
dum bullets, aud Martinis, belonging 
o disloyal Dutch had been seized. 

Dordrecht, a point 50 miles north- 
east. of Queenstown hed been occupied 
py the Boers Yu force. 


Gen. Gatacre’s force at Queenstown 
was estimated at 6,000 men and Gen. 
French’s at Naauwpoort at 2,500. 
some of these latter may have been 
withdrawn .to De Aar to protect the 
rr uilw ay. % 

It_was reported that the local Dutch 
in| the vicinity of Gen. Gatacre’s force 
were joining the invading Boers in 
large numbers. 

Molteno, between Queenstown and 
Stormberg had been occupied by a 
smolljferee of Roers. These retreated 
before Gen. Gatacre, leaving a large 
quantity of supplies. No doubt the 
ease with which this place was occu- 
pied misled him as to the real strength 
Mt the Boers at Stormberg. An esti- 
mate’ of the Boer forces at Stormberg 
and: vicinity was 2,500, but there was 
another large force at Waterfall of 
unknown strength. 

A Boer despatch reported that on 
the 8th 3,000 British were advancing 
with an armered train from Naauw- 
poort, Gen. French’s headquarters on 
Colesburg, the Boer headquarters on 
the} Port Elizabeth railway. This was 
no doubt the force which came in colli- 
sion with the Boers at Arundal and 
occupied the place haifwar to Coles- 
burg, 

Modder River. 

British losses in the battle at Mod- 
dar river are now placed at 530. 

A raiding party of 1,000 Boers with 
one cannon under General Prin blew 
up'a culvert on the railway near Gras 
Pan’on the 4th. But was driven off 
by the British who lost 14 wounded. 

A despatch of the 5th said that 
Boers were seen daily passing be- 
tween Spyfontein and Jacobsdal laag- 
ers, and frequently fired on British 
patrols. Mounted infantry had been 
tired on six miles north of Modder 
river. No one hit. An hour's firing 
had been heard at Kimberley. The 
temporary railway bridge across the 
Modder river was completed on the 
6th. The river was low. The Boers 
are strongly entrenched at Spyfontein, 
between the Modder river and Kimber- 
ley, with a line of retreat to another 
camp at Jacobsdal in the Orange Free 
State on the road towards P!oemfon- 
tein. It is said that the Boers will 
not attempt to defend Bloemfontein 
in case) of a British attack, as, the place 
is not fortified, but# will form a forti- 
fied camp elsewhere. 

Ladysmith. 

The latest report from Ladysmith 
was dated Dec. 8th, and said; “‘The 
British have stormed and carried the 
hill at Lombard’s Kopp putting a big 
Creuzot gun and one howitzer out of 

action and capturing one small maxim. 
This was prohably the fight which took 
place on the 4th.” 

There seemed to be movements of 
Boers from tbe vicinity of Ladysmith, 
no doubt going to aid Gen. Cronje at 
Kimberley. 

Colenso. 

Boers were in strong force at 
Colenso south of Ladysmith, and no 
doubt intended to dispute the passage 
of the Tugela river at that point by 
the Britis. They were said to nam- 
ber 15,000 to 20,000. 

Nothing\is said of the movements of 
the British forces in that vicinity be- 
yond the fact that they were in com- 
munication with Ladysmith by search- 
light. The Tugela river bridge was 
said to be so badly damaged that it 
woulds be very difficult to repair. 


Mafeking. 

No reports appeayed direct from Ma- 
feking. Rumors'were directly contra- 
dictory. One being that the siege was 
being more closely pressed than ever, 

and the other that the besiegers had 
left/ to reinforce Cronje at Kimberley. 


The Contingent. 

The Camadian contingent was at De 
Aar on Dec. 7th, and were to go to the 
front on the following day. They were 
brigaded with the Black Watch and 
Seaforth Highlanders, so they are in 
excellent company.

WHEAT MARKET. 


The Commercial, of Dec. 9th, reports 
am advance of 2c a bushel in wheat 
in the previous week. Weekly receipts 
of wheat in the States are about half 
what they were a year ago. European 
deliveries are also light. However, 
there are ample supplies on hand and 
Australian and Argentine crops 
promise well. 

“The local market has been quiet :nd 
easy,,and the demand extremely light. 
Although\ the weather is mild and the 
water is open, lake navigation has 
practically closed, owing to the diffi- 
culty or impossibility of getting lake 
insurance after the 5th inst. Con- 
sequently shippers are out of the mar- 
ket, and trading in the meantime is 
left to investment buying,which is only 
on a very small scale. The price of 1 
hard spot Fort William left_off a week 
ago at 64c. Since then there has been 
a gradual increase in value, until yes- 
terday $6c was paid for 1 hard in 
store Fort William, spot or Dacember 
delivery, 2 hard and 1 northern are 
worth 23-4¢c to 3c under 1 hard, but 
they are! difficult of sale, as buyers pre- 
fer getting straight 1 hard. 3 hard is 
6e under 1 hard. 1 frosted 55c, 2 
frosted 50c, all in store Fort William.

SLOCAN STRIKE. 


A despatch from Sandon, B. C. of 
Dec. €th, says that there is a pos- 
sibility that the long standing strik> 
in the Slocan district may be adjusted 
through mutual concessions on ihe 
part of the mine owners and mine 
workers, although members of the 
Silver-Lead Mine Owners’ association 
had declared that they would never 
yield to the demands of the men. 
Afier six months of idleness, however, 
both owners and men would be glad 
of any arrangements which would per- 
mit of the profitable re-opening of the 
closed mines. It is now proposed to 
pay $3.25 per day to hand drillers 
and $3.50 to machine men and to hand 
drillers in shafts, while muckers and 
car men are to receive $3, as provided 
by the union scale. 

Strikers also deamnd, however, that 
the mine owners formally recognize 
the union, and make = compact ex- 
tending, over a number of years, bind- 
ing the members of the Silver-Lead 
Mine cwners association te maintain 
this rate of wages during the period 
of the compact. To this latter de- 
mand, the mine owners positively re- 
fused to assent and negotiations are 
again at a deadlock. The strike wa: 
caused by the passage of an eight 
hour law by the British Columbia 
legislature. Prior to the adoption 2f 
this law last April, skilled miners had 
been paid $3.50 for ten hours’ work, 
and unskilled miners $3. When the 
eight hour law went into effect the 
wages were reduced to $3 and $2.50 
for skilled and unskilled work respec- 
tively, and has caused the famous 
Slocan strike, closing some of the rich- 
est silver-lead mines on the continent. 
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Winnipeg Telegram, Dec. 9; The 
more recent returns which came in 
yesterday, bring further testimony 
as to the completeness of the conser- 
vative triumph. The conservative 
mez jority is already six. The elections 
in Dauphin and Gimli will make thit 
majority eight. Recounts and bye- 
eieciions will still further increase it. 
Mr. Macdonald will have not only a 
working majority, but a comnfortable 
majority supporting his ' govermmant 
in the ne wassembly. The complete- 
ness of the conservative triumph is 
the more realized, the more it becomes 
apparent how tremendous were he 
evil influences employed against the 
conservative candidates In a few days, 
reveistions will be made which will 
shock the community, and make them 
rezlize how desperate have been the 
measures taken by agents of the “mi- 
chine” to thwart the popular will. 

A Pretoria despatch says that six 
hundred and seventy-two British 
prisoners were taken at Stormberg. 
In the fighting at Modder river on 
Sunday evening Gen. Cronje maintain- 
ed his position and captured fifty 
British soldiers. 


| AS THE TELEGRAM SEES IT. 
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E. A. Harris, charged with having 
shot at George A. Gouin with intent 
was on Monday sent up for trial in 
January next. The evidence of Chief 
English, Dr. Ings and Gouin was tak- 
en, the examination and cross-exam- 
ination occupying Saturday and v0- 
day. The accused offered no evidence. 
He was released on bail of $5,000 for 
himself and two sureties of $2,500 each. 


Early on Monday morning last fire 
broke out on the barracks flats, Re- 
gina, in) a house occupied by Constable 
Saunders, who is employed as stoker 
at the mounted police barracks. The 
house was situated some little dis- 
tance from the barracks, and owing 
to the high wind prevailing, was quick- 
ly consumed. At the time of the fire 
Mrs. Saunders was alone in the house 
with her three small sons and a baby. 
The three boys were burned to death 
and Mrs. Saunders barely escaped with 
the baby. She was badly cut and 
burned in trying to save the lives of 
her children. The cause of the fire is 
unknown.
